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‘Chicken Little’ Money May Top $3 Million 


The Chicken Little research project at Camp Grayling’s 
Range 30 may bring in more moncy to Crawford County than 
the $2,980,000 first announced by the military Feb. 8. 

LTC Wayne Koppa, Camp Grayling Commander, said the 
amount spent for hiring local people (mainly for security work) 
may end up being more than double the amount first an- 
nounced. The joint U.S. Air Force/ U.S. Army project origi- 
nally estimated about $220,000 for salaries of local people 
hired to assist with the project. 

Koppa said when the projectis finished, he is going toask the 
military for another total on the money brought into the area. 

The military estimates about $2,980,000 will be spent in 
northern Michigan by the research project. Ifthe total spent for 
local salaries increases, the amount could top $3 million. The 
following chart on the economic impact of the research project 
was published in last week’s Avalanche and is being printed 
again because of an error in the headline above the Chicken 
Lite story. (The page onc headline last week incorrectly said 
the research project was bringing in $298,000 to the area.) 

The biggest boost to the arca is an estimated $1,500,000 
spent on room and board by persons connected with the 
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WHITE-OUT DAY-GHS junior Mike McMil- 
lan, dressed as the Grim Reaper, puts a black arm 
band on freshman Kelly Walters, This act symbol- 
ized another random highway death due to alcohol 
abuse as GHS participated in SADD’s White-Out

research project. The project testing will take place on Range 
30 from Feb. 12 to March 30. Camp Grayling Commander 
Koppa said people involved with the project were in the area 
before Feb. 12 setting up the test site and there will people here 
aficr March 30 closing down the test site. 

The testing will evaluate sensors that can detect and track 
targets on the battlefield. Vehicles will be stationary ormoving 
along roads on the range and aircraft with sensors will fly back 
and forth over the vehicles for as long as two hours, 

No explosives or weapons are.to be tested. The tests include 
the use of low-level lasers which will only be operated in the 
closed-off fenced area of Range 30. Both stationary and roving 
guards will be used to help keep civilians out of the testing arca. 


An additional strip of land next to the south side of the fenced 
area will also be restricted to public access during this year’s 
Chicken Little II testing period. Officials said this restriction 
is not so much for safety concerns, but because of the security 
classification of some of the test equipment being used. This 
restricted area is described as the military land bordered on the

Teen Juries To Assist Probate Youth Cases 


Juvenile offenders going before Probate Judge John G. 
Hunter may soon be facing a jury of their peers, other young 
people, age 16 to 18. 

The new Teen Jury Program, which has been successful in 
several southem Michigan County Probate Courts, will soon 
be adopted by the probate court in Crawford County, 

The program will educate students in the court process and 
provide a means for teenagers to revicw juvenile behavior 
which cause court involvement. 


The teen jury will consist of 14 junior and senior students 
from the Grayling High School. Jury sclection will be made by 
the coordinating teachers, Howard Lehti and Tom Mills and 
high school principal, Carl Naugtin, following completion of 
a juror personal history questionnaire and a parental consent 
form. 

Twelve students will serve as jurors, one will serve as bailiff 
and onc as the court clerk. One of the twelve jurors will act as 
the jury foreman. 


These teen juries will be partofactual probate court proceed- 
ings. They will be allowed to question the juvenile and his 
parents in order to develop a disciplinary recommendation for 
Judge Hunter, 

When the jury has finished asking their questions, Judge 
Hunter said they will leave the courtroom and deliberate on 
their recommendations. When they return, the foreman will 
hand the jury’s recommendationsto him. Possible disciplinary 
recommendations could include: written reports to be com- 
pleted by the juvenile with terms to be determined by the jury, 
quict room placement, house arrest and length of confinement, 
community service, restitution, warning with no further action 
and counselling referral. 
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The final decision of disciplinary action (disposition) is Ieft 
to Judge Hunter’s discretion. 

“T told the students when I appeared before them to explain 
the program that I cannot and will not give up my discretion,” 
said Judge Hunter. “But by virtuc of the fact that I am inviling 
their participation by questioning the juvenile and the parents, 
lam going to listen very carefully to what they have to say and 
Iam going to strongly consider their recommendation.” 


“Teen jurors will receive hands-on experience, not only in 
government,” said Judge Hunter, “but in the juvenile division 
of the probate court, which is the court that looks after their 
interests and applics corrective measures if they violate the 
law.” 


Only youth who are first offenders committing misdemean- 
ors will be eligible for a teen jury hearing. Examples of cligible 
cases that could go before a teen jury are shoplifting, school 
yard fighting and a minor in possession of alcohol. 


To qualify for the Teen Jury Program, the offender must first 
acknowledge his or her offense, in essence plead guilty, 
although technically there arc no guilty or innocent pleas in 
juvenile court. The offender must then appear before Judge 
Hunter fora preliminary hearing where the Teen Jury Program 
will be explained. If the parents and juvenile agree to partici- 
pate in the program, a tecn jury will be scheduled. 

Judge Hunter said the primary benefit for the juveniles who 
agrec to participate in the Teen Jury Program and successfully 
complete the disciplinary requirements handed down by Judge 
Hunter is that their petitions will be dismissed, There will be 
no offense listed on their permanent record. 

Another benefit that Judge Hunter hopes will result from this 


program, is empathy and a better understanding among the 
youth of the community regarding why the juvenile in court is 
in trouble and the variety of circumstances that existed to bring 
about the situation. 

When the subject of retaliation, from either the juvenile or 
friends of the juvenile, on any jury member was raised by both 
the students and the cooperating teachers, Judge Hunter said 
any form of retaliation would be considered an obstruction of 
justice, and he said he does not expect that to occur with the 
teen jury any more than it would be allowed with adult jurors. 
He said fear of retaliation cannot interfere with the jury’s 
determination or deliberation, 


Judge Hunter said he met with the coordinating teachers 
about four wecks ago and then appeared before a school 
assembly to explain the concept of the program, Students were 
asked to get back with their individual teachers if they werc 
interested in participating in the program . He said the initial 
response was very favorably, with about 40 percent of the 
students indicating that they would like to participate. 

“Once I receive the tist of names and addresses back from the 
school and we get an cligible case,” said Judge Hunter, * we 
will subpoena a pancl of them in as jurors,” 


Hunter said he will expect the potential jurors to be honest 
with him regarding whether they belicve they can fairly, 
without prejudice, decide the casc. He said they will go 
through the same process as cach and every juror does for 
district or circuit court., 

Lehti said the jury Jist will be ready in about two weeks. 
Judge Hunter anticipates that the first tecn jury trial will take 
place within the next 60 days and said the program could be 
involved in about ten cases annually,

Local Students Introduced 
To ‘Writing to Learn’ 


The middle school students in Mr. Bedford’s third hour math 
class were probably surprised when he asked them to write a 
paragraph explaining the step-by-step mathematical proce- 
dure involved in subtracting 17 from 43. 

This approach to teaching, whether it is math, science, 
history, or home economics is called “writing to learn”, and is 
one phase ofa three phase teaching technique being introduced 
to teachers in the Crawford- AuSable School District (CASD). 

The Whole Language Approach, as it is called by Dr. Alan 
Weber, Associate Chair of Teacher Education at Central 
Michigan University, are techniques or tools teachers can use 
to help their students comprchend and understand their lessons 
more thoroughly. 

Marti Ingvarsson, a 7th and 8th grade English teacher and 
past chairperson of the Crawford-AuSable Schools’ Profes- 
sional Development Committee, explained that at the Grayling 
Middle School the “writing to learn” techniques encourages 
students to translate what they have just read or learned into the 
written language using skills the students already possess. 


“By writing and seeing and thinking and perhaps verbalizing 
about what the student has just read,” said Ingvarsson, “he will 
learn and retain more about the subject matter than if he 
answered questions on a ditto paper, picking out whether the 
answer is a,b,orc. The student could guess at that.” 

“Writing crystallizes our thinking,” she said.. “In order to 
write anything, the student must make certain decisions.” She 
explained that the student must think about what he wants to 
write and how he wants to write the material so that it can be 
understood by himself and everyone who reads his writings. 

If the student does not understand the assigned materials he 
is to write about, writing it, even in his own words, becomes 
impossible. The student cannot bluff or guess ata solution and 
both the student and teacher become aware that a problem in 
comprehension exists. The material must be understood 
before the student can complete the writing assignment, 


Ingvarsson said writing when used as a tool does not have to 
be graded with an A, B, C, etc., but rather credited as done or 
not done, With these types of writing assignments, she said 
teachers should not get hung-up on punctuation marks or 
whetherevery word was spelled correctly and mark the student’s 
paper with a lot of red ink, which can discourage rather than 
encourage the student’s desire to explore the field of writing. 

In “Learning to write”, phase two at the middle school, 
Ingvarsson said students learn the writing process, the steps 
authors go through to complete a polished piece of writing. 
Students learn to write for different audiences and purposes 
such as poetry, essays, personal journals, reflective writing, 
letters, etc. This type of instruction will come primarily from 
English teachers. 

Terri Wakeley, elementary special education teacher and 
chairperson of the Professional Development Committee, said 
that at the K-2 levels, teachers using the Whole Language 
Approach will begin teaching at whatever language level each 
student possesses when they begin school. 

Wakeley said at the kindergarten level, the children will 
probably begin learning to write by drawing pictures and then 


talking about their pictures to the teacher or a friend. 

“A first grade student might draw a picture and write 
something undemeath the picturc, which no one else can read 
except the child,” she explained, “then the student will share 
what they have written with the rest of the class or witha friend. 

“The idea being that each child uses their own words to write 
and then begin the reading process,”said Wakeley. 

First grade students are also writing in daily journals, again, 
to help them become comfortable with the writing process and 
so that the children will learn to enjoy writing whether it is a 
story they have created, a poem, or a recollection of a fun day 
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at the beach. Once written, the students are encouraged to 
share what they have written with classmates or even students 
from other classrooms, 

Both Ingvarsson and Wakeley stressed that the Whole 
Language Approach involves teaching tools and will not take 
the place of reading instruction; however, Wakcley said stud- 
ies have show that children can usc their own writing, even if 
words are not spelled correctly, to begin to learn to read. 

Young children are being encouraged to use invented spell- 
ing, which allows then to write the word as it sounds, and 
continue writing, The object is to have the child get as much 
written language as they can down on paper based on their own 
internal language and not to become concerned about punctua- 
tion, spelling or grammar. 


Aseach child progresses in school spelling, punctuation and 
correct grammatical usage will be introduced to the child’s 
own writing to enable the child to perfect his writing skills. 

Once the Whole Language Approach is accepted by elemen- 
tary school teachers, Wakeley said what is traditionally thought 
of as first or second grade materials becomes less important 
than just looking at the child, forgetting rigid academic re- 
quirements and instead, focusing on the child’s language 
development and begin teaching from that point. 


“IF we try to force a child into a certain reading program or 
any type of structured published program that he is not ready 
for itis just not going to work,” said Wakeley. “We cannot skip 
the development that must come first.” 

Wakeley said that several years down the road, because of 
this emphasis on writing, she hopes to not only see students 
begin to enjoy reading and writing and doing more of both, but 
that this improvement will carry over and be reflected in higher 
test scores. 


Dr. Webder’s philosophy on writing as a learning tool was 
discovered when four middle school teachers took weekend 
Classes taught by Dr. Weber. The middle school’s English 
dept. was looking for a writing component for its language arts 
department, so the CASD Professional Development Commit- 
tee contracted with Dr, Weber, who owns an independent 
consulting firm, to introduce his techniques to CASD teachers 
through a series of in-service meetings this year. Dr. Weber 
has worked with the K-2 staff for four or five half-day in- 
services and six times with a six member middle school team, 
who in turn, are in-servicing the middle schoo! staff. The 
middle school team teachers, Judy Mesack, Marilyn Stancil, 
Bill Bedford, Fred Wolcott, Dawn Feldhauser and Marti Ingva- 
rsson, have met numerous times with the middle school staff to 
both share materials and ideas from Dr. Weber and asa support 
group. 

Next year, the tentative plan is to introduce the Whole 
Language Approach to 3-5 and 9-12th grade teachers so that 
every CASD teacher will be familiar with the techniques.

1, ‘Take or attempt to take any fish with any device ether than hook and 
line using artificial lures with one single-pointed hook or to take, at- 
tempt to take, or possess trout of a length less than 15 inches from any 


of the waters listed below. 


Take, attempt to take, or possess more than two trout from the 


following waters: 


County Lake 
Green

THE MICHIGAN LEGISLATURE now can roll up its 
sleeves and get to work. Everything is in place. 

Following Gov, James Blanchard's State of the State 
message a short while back, the governor has now unveiled his 
gencral fund budget for the 1990-91 fiscal year, starting in 
October, 

In lawmaking, almost everything revolves around the 
budget. That’s because almost everything government docs 
carries a price tag. That's truc on the focal, state and national 
levels of government. 

Certainly some ideas which don't depend upon the budget 
get into law —- but not many. Education, welfare, prisons, 
environmental protection, kiw enforcement ..... they are all part 
of the budgct. 

The Blanchard spending blueprint for the coming fiscal 
year would hit $7.6 billion, The figure boggles the mind. 
That’s an increase of 3.8 percent over the present budget for the 
present fiscal ycar. 

But in a two-cdged budget message, the governor also 
called for 2.5 percent almost-across-the-board reductions in 
state spending right now so the present fiscal year budget will 
balance as of September 30, 1990, Exempt from the slashes are 
education and aid to local governments, 

Some of that money goes back in next year, probably. 
Most departments are in for at teast a modest increase in 
spending for the 1990-91 year. 

‘ * * * 

THE NEW BUDGET, says Mr. Blanchard, ts not ex- 
travagant. 

“Iisa very, very light budget,” the governor says. ‘That's 
what they all say. When have you heard a government 
executive, when submitting a budget, say that it was a loose 
budget? All government budgets are tight, according to the 
officials who propose them. 

The key element in the Blanchard proposal is higher 
spending for education, He has proposed raising state aid to 
local schools by 14 percent overall, and state aid for higher 
education by 5 percent overatl. The state supports 15 state 
colleges and universitics, and 29 community colleges.

He won't get much of an argument overall from Repubti- 
cans in the legislature.

MEANWHILE, NOT EVERYONE is thrilled with the 
education emphasis, especially those with other pet concerns. 

“It looks to me tike education is cannibalizing the rest of 
the state budget,” note Sen. Robert Geake of Northville. 

Rep. David Hollister of Lansing, a long-standing and 
vociferous champion of welfare programs, seemed especially 
upset, both by this year’s proposed cuts and next year’s 
proposed cuts and next year’s proposed spending levels, 

“Two-thirds of the people on gencral assistance are chil- 
dren. Eighty percent of the dollars spent on education doesn’t 
go to children; it goes to schoolteachers, middle class folks, 
The moncy that goes to social services goes to poor people ..... 
how can we educate kids who are not being fed and ..... 
clothed?” 

Strangely missing from the governor’s budget message — 
indeed, from all the talk about next year’s spending — is any 
hint of higher taxes. 

Perhaps that’s logical. After all, 1990 is an election year 
— for the governor’s office, as well as for all 148 seats in the 
state legislature.

Consiantradio contact between an aircraft controller and the 
pilots will be maintained during laser operations so that laser 
operations can be terminated immediately should any unsafe 
conditions be observed.

A $12.5 million project 
for round-the-clock monitor-

Asweenterthe 1990's there 
is no doubt that waste man- 
agement willcome to the fore- 
front as one of society's most 
pressing environmental prob- 
lems. Solid waste, hazardous 
waste and nuclear waste are 
causing scrious problems now 
that will only get worse as the 
world’s population grows. 

Past practices of waste dis- 
posal are becoming obsolcte 
and options such as recycling 
meet with opposition duc to 
cost and inconvenience. But 
that cost and inconvenience 
are insignificant compared to 
what will be facing us if we 
don’t do something construc- 
live soon. In Michigan alone, 
32,000 tons of solid waste is 
generated every day. 

One way to accomplish a 
State goal of reducing 
landfilling to 10% by the year 
2005 is to reduce the amount 
of waste generated. The best 
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and most effective way to 
reduce waste is not to make it, 
By reducing waste generation, 
the total solid waste disposal 
load can be lessened by 8 to 12 
percent, Businesses will have 
to play a significant role in 
this process, but instead of 
costing them money, they will 
find a net savings as the cost 
of raw matenals and waste 
disposal increase. Many 
businesses statewide are al- 
ready finding this to be true.

The Bible Speaks 


The Gospel of John 
Part #114 
Behold, Christ’s 
Burial 

Jesus Christ was buried in 
the tomb of a rich man as 
prophesied centuries carlier in 
Isaiah 53:9, Two secret dis- 
ciples, Joseph of Arimathaca 
and Nicodemus gave Christ 
an honorable burial worthy of 
royalty. “And after this Jo- 
seph of Arimathaca, being a 
disciple of Jesus, but secretly 
for fear of the Jews, besought 
Pilate that he might take away 
the body of Jesus: and Pilate 
gave him leave. He came 
therefore, and took the body 
of Jesus.” (John 19:38), Jo- 
seph was described as “rich” 
(Matthew 27:57), “an honour- 
able counsellor”, (Mark 
15:43), ‘‘a good man, and a 
just”, (Luke 23:50), and one 
who opposed the action taken 
against Jesus Christ. (Luke 


remained a secret disciple for 
fear of men. 

After gaining possession of 
the body, they began prepara- 
tion for burial. “And there 
came also Nicodemus, which 
at the first came to Jesus by 
night, and brought a mixture 
of myrrh and aloes, about an 
hundred pound weight. Then 
took they the body of Jesus, 
and wound it in linen clothes 
with the spices, as the manner 
of the Jews is to bury.” (John 
19:39,40), This Jewish burial 
method is another reminder 
that Jesus Christ was dead 
when he was placed in the 
tomb. Oh, how they must 
have wished they had given 
Christ such honor in life. 

The place of burial was 
Joseph’s own tomb. (Mat- 
thew 27:60). :Now inthe place 
where he was crucified there 
was a garden; and in the gar- 
den a new sepulchre, wherein

laid they Jesus therefore be- 
cause of the Jews’ preparation 
day; for the sepulchre was 
nigh at hand.” (John 19:42), 
(John 19:41, 42). 

These two secret disciples 
of Jesus Christ remind us of 
the daily choices you and I 
must make concerning Jesus 
Christ. Will we serve God or 
money? Who will we serve? 
You can't serve both. (Luke 
16:13). Who will we fear, 
God or men? Joseph and 
Nicodemus seem to be among 
the Jewish leaders of John 
12:43,43, who believed on 
Jesus Christ but did not pub- 
licly confess Him for fear of 
losing their position and re- 
spect. “For they toved the 
praise of men more than the 
praise of God.”

The Michigan prescription 
drug credit helps low-income 
older people pay for their 
prescription drugs. If you are 
a Michigan resident who 
reached age 65 by December 
31, 1989, you may be eligible 
for this credit. The money is 
pro-rated which means there 
is limited money available. 
However as Sherry Haag, the 
project manager of the Com- 
mission on Aging said, “It is 
going to benefit the seniors in 
the community — anything 
helps.” 

If you are 65 or older and 
single, and your household 
income is less than $8,970, or 
if you are 65 or older and 


married, and your houschold 
income is less than $12,030, 
and you have spent at Ieast 5 
percent of your income for 
prescription drugs in 1989, 
you can claim the credit. 

To apply for the credit, you 
must file the “Prescription 
Drug Credit Claim Form”.
